AMENDED REQUEST OF 


TRI-COUNTY GRANTED 


State Engin««r Grants Water 


for U»e Only in P1*U« 


Watershed. 


State Engineer Tilley, acting 
Friday on advice of the attorney 
general without a hearing, ap- 
proved two amended water right 
applications 
for the 
Tri-county 
public power and irrigation dis- 
trict. The orders of allowance are 
the same as the original orders ex- 
cept that under the amended ap- 
plications. In conformity with the 
decision of the supreme court, the 
water appropriated for power and 
irrigation shall not be diverted 
over or beyond the water abed of 
the Platte river and shall be used 
within the Platte river basin. 
The orders grant 2,000,000 acre 
feet of North Platte river water 
for the proposed Keystone dam 
and reservoir, and 1,500 second 
feet of water for power. 
Ben Cunningham of Grand Is- 
land, representing-- lower 
Platte 
valley water users, called State 
Engineer Tilley by telephone and 
gave notice he desired to file a 
motion to cancel the new orders 
of the state engineer. 
He con- 
tended that a hearing should have 
been granted. Tilley said he had 
tried to conform to the opinion of 
the attorney general but he would 
take into consideration any mo- 
tion that might be filed. 


Tilley's new orders granting wa- 
ter for us* in the Platte, river 
water shed is accompanied by a 
statement that the supreme court 
having held that water should not 
be diverted from one water shed 
to another the matter had been 
referred back to him, an amended 
application had been filed under 
the court's suggestion, and acting 
under the opinion of the attorney 
general that no further hearing 
is necessary, the amended appli- 
cations are granted. The original 
dates for excavation, completion 


i of the work and other details aie 
reinstated in the new orders. The 
attorney general's opinion is con- 
strued to mean that no further 
hearing is required upon the new 
applications but that a hearing 
might be necessary to determine 
whether lands to be irrigated are 
within the Platte river watershed.

THE BUSH IS ON. 


The rush to enact unesnptoy-, 


ment insurance laws la conformity 
with the federal legislation and be- 
fore the deadline set by the fed- 
eral government is on among the 
states. Two legislatures, those of 
Connecticut and Ariaona, are al- 
ready at work. The call has been 
issued for the Pennsylvania legis- 
lature to convene. Maryland. Vir- 
ginia and other states are con- 
sidering action. 


Due to the fact that only 1« 


states have these laws, governors 
of states without such legislation 
have remained calm. They felt 
that congress would have to make 
a change in the deadline to ac- 
commodate them. Congress does 
owe the states some such move 
since the deadline was set too 
early, the grace period being over 
the vacation period for moat state 
legislative bodies. 


These governors remained calm 


even in the face of the refusal of 
Chairman Wlaant to 
consider 


changing the deadline. They felt 
secure in their strength. Congress 
could not ignore some 30 states. 
But pressure from workers within 
has started a panic in some of the 
states. Pennsylvania is rushing a 
special session in order to qualify 
under the terms of the 
federal 


act. 
Pennsylvania is something 


of a bell-wether among the states 
since it holds the largest block of 
congressional votes not already 
enlisted on the other side of the 
question. New York is in the fold, 
the law having been 
recently 


tested by the supreme court and 
having been found constitutional. 


As the strength of the block on 


the outside begins to weaken other 
governors must rouse out of their 
comfortable waiting positions and 
think about special sessions. If 
the group should be materially re- 
duced, perhaps cougresa' hand 
cannot be forced. 


The congressional mistakes are 


readily apparent. The law was 
passed after 
most 
legislatures 


had adjourned and the deadline 
set before most of them convened 
again. Moreover the deadline was 
set so soon that it was apparent 
that a court test could not get thru 
much before the deadline and court 
approval if a law is an asset to 
legislatures framing similar laws. 


But if a majority of the states 


comply j, regardless, and 
when 


Pennsylvania passes its law, 202 
votes in congress will be held by 
those in the fold, with but 21* a 
majority, and the possibility of 
changing the 
federal law will 


diminish greatly. 


The rush is on. It is a mad fool- 


ish rush. 
It constitutes a panic 


among the states. The president 
could have stopped it but he has 
not shown any interest. It is prob- 
able that Chairman Winant acted 
with presidential approval. Other 
states may be stampeded into ac- 
tion before Dec. 31. 


TVXPAYERS' LICK. 


Senator Harrison, chairman of 


the senate finance committee, as- 
sures the public that no new or 
Increased taxes Will be levied at 
the coming session of congress. 
The pledge, however, will not hold 
good if the revenues from the new 
taxes that were levied at the last 
session and which have not yet be- 
come operative are not sufficient 
to satisfy government needs. There 
is not as much comfort to be 
derived from the pledge, in any 
event, as might appear on the sur- 
face. Every individual Is concerned 
as to the amount he must pay. 
During the coming year he will 
pay a great deal more, in most 
cases, than in the past. 


The hope of the administration 


that it will not be necessary to 
levy any new taxes or increase 
those in effect or about to become 
effective is that revenues will in- 
crease satisfactorily without a re- 
soil to further action 
The in- 


crease quite naturally, will come 
out of the tax pa JIMS pockets the 
only source of public revenue 


It is quite evident that the ex- 


pected revenues fiom the undis- 
tributed surplus tax will full far 
below government estimates, but 
the framers of the new tax laws 
cleverly arranged matters so that 
what escapes taxation in the hands 
. of corporations will be taxed after 
it gets into the possession of 


; stockholders. Altho it has been le- 
peatedly published that dividends 


I received by persons in th« lower 


t Income brackets have bad removed 
the exemption that has existed 
! since the first income tax law was 
drawn, few in this group have 
awakened to the f act. The new law 
requires that all dividends be listed 
as income and if the recipient Is 


1 not exempt from reporting, h« will 
pay 4 pere«nt of UKM* dividends 
to the government a* added in- 
' come tax. 


fttiMirtMm and Industry will also 


^ begin paying payroll and unem- 


owt of the tax** already 


crease* that mum will increase. It 
!• pUaaant enough to be assured 
that no new or Increased tax** 
will b« levied, but that means aim- 
ply that no change will be made to 
existing law*. Th* amount of the 
taxe* paid will increase and that 
is where the taxpayer ia out of 
luck. 


LINCOLN TO YOUTH. 


Th* city ot LJncoln was turned 


over to the youth of the state 
Friday when child delegates from 
the various towns In the IJneoln 
trading territory came to town at 
the invitation of the Lincoln of- 
ficial city family for the festiv- 
ities in connection with the Christ- 
mas parade. This parade, by the 
way, was well worth coming for. 
While many of the units were fa- 
miliar to many who watched it, 
there was enough charm in the 
old and enough variety in the new 
acquisitions that it held interest for 
persona of all age*. The struggle 
on the streets was largely due to 
the efforts of the youngsters to 
squeeze thru the pack of grown 
folks in order to get a view of 
the parade. 


From Thanksgiving on until 


Dec. 25, all eye* are focused on 
Christmas, In Lincoln the Christ- 
mas season ia given an official 
send off on the day after Thanks- 
giving with this parade which was 
presented Friday for the third time 
and has developed into an annual 
affair, as much looked for as the 
parade on Armistice day or any 
of the other civic events of the 
year. 


In view of the fact that the ap- 


proach of Christmas seems to have 
a pronounced effect on most peo- 
ple, seems to mellow them, make 
them more thoughtful and kindly, 
eye* cannot be turned 
toward 


Christinas too soon. They should 
be directed toward what Christmas 
mean* thruout the year. 
Unfor- 


tunately they are not. As a re- 
sult it seems necessary to Jog 
lagging memories from time to 
tint*. 
It is important first that the 


children have a good time. The 
purpose 
of Friday's event is 


largely amusement for the young 
folks, as well as their elders. And 
from Friday on people should be 
thinking of Christmas, not neces- 
sarily the gift angle, but of the 
true significance of tha anniver- 
sary of Christ's birth and what It 
means to every living thing. That 
process might well be carried on 
into the new year, also. 


FOOTNOTES. 


Meri love what is theirs—their 
skills, their families, their homes, 
their lands, their country, says the 
Chicago News. Even without a 
stake in the country a man may 
b« a good citizen; but with it he 
can be a better citizen. In the 
early days wealth was land and 
capital was skill at a trade. Typi- 
cal Americans were the indepen- 
dent yeoman, owning and work- 
ing his farm, and the independent 
craftsman owning his home, his 
shop and his tools. Such were the 
citizens who peopled the perfect 
democracy of Jefferson's dream. 
It waa only a dream, and yet in 
practice, the west, as it developed, 
became, 
and for some time re- 
mained, a region of free yeomen 
and craftsmen. 


Principles do not change. The 
standards of democracy do not 
change. But circumstances change. 
With the passage of time inequali- 
ties of aptitude, as well as the 
vagaries of man and of nature, 
have created on the land a large 
degree of tenant farming under 
absentee 
ownership 
Similarly, 
modern machinery has made of 
the once independent craftsman a 
mere wage earner, owning neither 
tools, shop nor home. How long 
can a democracy endure when a 
large proportion of its citizens no 
longer are property owners, no 
longer have a definite stake in the 
country T 


Admittedly the problem of the 
tenant farmer is hard to solve 
Some men are shiftless, others are 
unfortunate. But a farm should 
be owned by the man who works 
it 
And the farmer, owning his 
farm, should hold it, not as a 
speculation, something to be sold 
at a profit on the first rise of 
value, but as a home, a way of 
life, a trust for himself and his 
family 
Any state which can tie-

In the 
present hearing 
before District 
Judge Frost for a writ of prohibi- 
tion in connection with suite In a 
justice court. Judge Frost has held 
that the writ is in effect in Ne- 
braska under the common law. 


Nebraska has a statute which 
provides that "so much of the 
common law of England as is ap- 
plicable and not inconsistent with 
the constitution 
of the 
United 
States, with the organic law of the 
state, or with any law passed or to 
be passed by the legislature of 
this state, is adopted and declared 
to be law within the state of Ne- 
braska." Nebraska has not passed 
a statute providing for a writ of 
prohibition and it is contended 
that inasmuch as no statute had 
been passed on this matter, the 
writ prevails under the statute 
providing that the common law of 
England shall be law within the 
state. 


The common law is defined by 
one authority as that branch of 
the law of England which does not 
owe its origin to parliamentary 
enactment It is the unwritten law 
of the land. It is older than statute 
law and was founded on the con- 
sideration of general justice and 
fortified by the decision* of judges 
handed down from generation to 
generation, and binding on their 
successors. The common law waa 
brought to the United States by 
the colonists from England, and 
established here, so far as it waa 
adapted to our institutions and 
circumstances.

DIES AT MONTE CARLO

written. Sir Basil became the sub- 
ject of a legend such aa few men 
have known in their lifetimes. 
The power to make himself felt 
where he seldom waa seen gave 
Zaharoff his colorful reputation. 
Wealthy as Croesus, the owner of 
banks, railroads, hotels, theaters, 
oil wells and mines, 
and 
the 
"angel" 
of 
many 
kings 
and 
statesmen, he was the secret force 
behind tottering, fallen and newly 
established thrones, infant repub- 
lics, and young nations. 
For 40 years he rode the war 
clouds over Europe and Asia, he 
was perhaps the armament king of 
the world, a dominant share-holder 
in Vickers-Maxim, Krupps, and 
Schneiders It was often said that 
Zaharoff's money found its way 
into the war chests of one or the 
other of the belligerents in every 
war or revolution since the begin- 
ning of the century. 
Yet this son of Mars was a lover 


of quiet and seclusion. He Hkec 
to cook and was exceedingly proud 
of one of his concoctions—trans- 
versely sliced bananas cooked in- 
side a brain-Marie (double boiler) 
and soaked in melted sugar. 
He was born of Greek parents 
His real name waa Zacharlas Ba- 
sileics. His parents were supposec 
to have been poor. There was some 
uncertainty as to the exact place 
of his birth, but it was underatooc 
to have been in the Anatolian 
mountain village of Mouchla in 
1860.

Held on Agreement to Pay 


Depositors of Bank 


in Full. 


The department of banking won 
a reversal in supreme court of 
the judgment of the district court 
that it had no cause of action 
against F. G. Walker and other 
stockholders and officers of the 
Citizens State bank of 
Cedar 
Rapids upon a guaranty 
they 
signed which bound them, in con- 
sideration of being permitted to 
liquidate the bank, to pay deposi- 
tors in full. 
The suit waa for 
$43,529, and ran against Walker, 
C. F. Ornhek, Peter J. Korth, 
Henry Vanderloop, H. M. Ripp, 
H. H. Schueth, H. T. Jackson, 
E. G. Snyder, J. A. Llevem, J. W. 
Cox, J. N. Bowers, C. I. Casper 
and F. P. Wright. Casper and 
Ripp died afterward and their 
estates closed against all claims. 
The signers represented 209 of 
the 250 shares outstanding. 
The defense was that the con- 
tract was against public policy 
and therefore void; that it never 
became effective 
because never 
delivered; that the bank did not 
execute the contract; that there 
was no consideration and that 
less than 80 percent of the depos- 
itors joined in its execution. Chief 
Justice Goss discussed each of the 
paragraphs in the demurrer, and 
dismissed each as of no force. He 
said that the contract was not 
against public policy, that every- 
body acquiesced in the arrange- 
ment and that it was not until 
three years later, when the de- 
partment took over the bank be- 
cause of violations of the terms 
of the contract, did anybody ob- 
ject. 
Under 
such circumstances 


one of the parties may not be per- 
mitted to avoid its terms. 
The agreement was accepted by 
the department after rumors of 
the bank's insolvency had induced 
the signing of it to quiet depos- 
itors' alarms, and provided for 
giving three years time 'for the 
management to liquidate. 
This 
was on Nov. 10, 1931, at a time 
when the department said the 
bank was insolvent, and did not 
permit unrestricted operation. The 
suit was brought on the ground 
that diligent efforts to collect as- 
sets had not been made; that new 
depositors had been accepted; that 
creditors had not been paid the 
percentages agreed upon, some 
being given a larger percentage 
than others, and that seven stock- 
holders got theirs in full. Depos- 
its at the time were $52,638, and 
suit was for remainder due. The 
case is sent back for trial on its 
merits.

Tho the 
democrat! made m 


point of not talking about the su- 
preme court before election, they 
feel freer now to express their 
feelings. This is good 
enough. 


There was nothing to be gained by 
dragging the court into the parti- 
sanship and prejudice of the cam- 
paign, especially since the presi- 
dent quite obviously had no clearly 
defined proposals in mind. On the 
other hand son:" of the conspicu- 
ous decisions have created a sense 
of grievance and frustration which 
it is more sanitary to talk about 
than to suppress. 
Recent comment lias in general 
taken two lines. Some have been 
saying with Mr. Dooley that the 
supreme court follows the election 
returns, and have been arguing 
that in upholding the New York 
unemployment insurance law the 
court was changing1 its 
course. 
Others, for example Gen. Johnson, 
have been playing with all sorts 
of suggestions for limiting by act 
of congress the 
power 
of 
the 
court 
to overthrow 
legislation. 
Thru all the comment it is im- 
plied, and apparently never ques- 
tioned that the American govern- 
ment would be more liberal if 
the courts ceased to interfere with 
congress and the state legisla- 
tures. 


Thus the whole argument as- 
sumes that in one way or another 
the lawmakers ought to have a 
freer hand, in fact that any tem- 
porary majority of elected repre- 
sentatievs 
ought to 
be able to 
make the law of the land. 


This assumption needs to be 


examined for it is altogether op- 
posed to the spirit of American 
constitutional democracy. In Brit- 
ain parliament is supreme and in 
theory anything can be done by 
the act of any parliament. In the- 
ory parliament can abolish 
the 
monarchy, the house of lords, the 
courts, the civil service, private 
property, civil liberty. 
Actually 
these things are not likely to be 
done because custom and usage 
are powerful restraints upon the 
supremacy of parliament. But the 
authors of the American consti- 
tution were establishing: a govern- 
ment for a new nation, for a na- 
tion in the making:, for a nation 
without a strong and well defined 
unwritten law. And being men of 
great insight into the art of gov- 
ernment, they set up a constitu- 
tion intended by its own provisions 
to do what the unwritten law does 
in England. 
They made a constitution •which 
deliberately denies that the opin- 
ion of a temporary majority is to 
be regarded as the will of the 
people. The ultimate authority, Of 
course, is in "the people." But the 
will of the people is not confused 
with the opinions of 51 percent of 
the voters at any particular elec- 
tion. Therefore the whole Ameri- 


can system is devised to see to it 
that in fundamental matters af- 
fecting the liberties and the prop- 
erty of individuals, and the rights 
of local communities, the will ot 
the people shall be thoroly known 
before great change* are finally 
adopted. The autnors of the con- 
stitution were, interested not only 
in what 250 congressmen think 
ought to be done, not only in what 
51 percent of the voters think they 
think on election day, but in what 
these politicians and voters will 
think when thc-y have cooled off 
and learned more. 
The founders 
were equally interested in the 49 
percent, and they meant to see to 
i that before anything final and 
radical was 
done, the minority 
should 
have plenty of time to 
make themselves heard. Nor were 
they interested only in counting 
heads. 
They meant to create a 
system in which sections and re- 
gions could not suddenly override 
smaller sections and smaller re- 
gions. 


This is the purpose of the fa- 
mous system of checks and bal- 
ances and of constitutional 
su- 
premacy and judicial construction. 
It is based on a refusal to believe 
that a true democracy means the 
dictatorship of transient plurali- 
ties. 


do foolish things, and that tt UkM 
time to find out what we really 
mean, and to correct our mistaken. 
The system is worth defending, 
particularly by those who believe 
in democratic government. That 
does not mean that the supreme 
court is infallible, or that the court 
itself has invariably seen the is- 
sues clearly and dispassionately, or 
that enlightened judges are not 
preferable to unenlightened ones. 
But it does mean that the system 
of checks and balances which com* 
pel passing majorities to recon- 
sider their opinions and enables 
minorities to challenge those opin- 
ions is more truly democratic than 
one which allows majorities to do 
what they want to when they want 
to do It. That other system is not 
democracy but the dictatorship of 
the majority. And the dictatorship 
of temporary majorities leads, as 
the constitutional fathers saw so 
clearly, to the dictatorship of 
oligarchs and demagogs.

This is a more deeply demo- 
cratic conception of popular rule 
than one which gives transient 
majorities supreme power. Com- 
pare it with the kind of popular 
rule by which Napoleon III made 
himself emperor, by which Hitler 
mad e himself dictator, by which 
the people of the Saar voted away 
their right to vote again on how 
they shall be governed. There you 
have the naked result of the doc- 
trine that 
passing 
majorities 
should be supreme. 
They are so 
supreme that in one hysterical 
plebiscite they 
can vote away 
their own and their childrn's right 
to change their minds. They are 
so supreme that they can vote 
away their 
supremacy. 
And so 
Hitler is planning to have the 
nazis rule Germany for a thousand 
years as a result of an election 
held in the winter of 1933. 
This is the reductio ad absurdum 


of popular rule and our system 
recognizes no such nonsense. 
It 
conceives the people as varied and 
differing human beings, liable to 
be swept away by passions but 
capable of learning from exper- 
ience and of listening to reason. 
In great matters the will of the 
American people is not to be 
formed overnight, in a whirlwind 
campaign, in the midst of a pass- 
ing emergency, but slowly, after 
prolonged argumenlt, after 
re- 
peated oportunlty to make the op- 
position effective, by 
consulting 
the voters several times and in 
different ways, b" }?'"-*~

TODAY'S COLLECTION of mis- 


cellaneous recipes covers a wide 
field. Many of the beat recipes 
have been contributed by kindly 
readers to whom we offer our very 
warm thanks. 


One of these recipes la for a 


quickly-made and sustaining drink. 
Take a large tablespoon of pow- 
dered sugar, the juice of half a 
lemon and one egg. Shake up 
thoroughly, strain into a tumbler, 
and all up with seltzer. 


From this pleasant potion, we'll 


step into the kitchen and get to 
work on a nourishing and tasty 
soup. Put two ounces of butter 
into a saucepan with four sliced 
onions, eight young turnips and 
four nice, big carrots, cut up, pep- 
per and salt, a tiny bit Of sugar 
and quarter of a pint of white 
stock. Cook steadily for an hour, 
then add two quarts more of stock 
and let simmer for another hour. 
Rub through a coarse sieve and re- 
turn to saucepan but do not let It 
boil. 
When near boiling point, 


stir in a cup of cream and sprinkle 
with a little grated nutmeg. 


Here's a nice way to cook veal 


to give a new flavor to what is 
sometimes a rather insipid meat. 
Cut one pound of veal steak into 
thin slices, removing fat, mix 
bread crumbs with salt and pepper 
and beat one egg. Dip veal slices 
In bread crumbs, then in egg and 
in bread crumbs and fry to a gold- 
en brown. Put in a deep pie dish, 
adding milk nearly to the top of 
the veal, also paprika. 
Bake In 


medium oven for 30 minutes. 


Tasty Hungarian Dish 


Another Hungarian dish is made 


by frying four ounces of chopped 
onion in butter, adding a half level 
teaspoon (a small spoon) of pa- 
prika. Add two sliced, peeled to- 
matoes and two pounds potatoes 
fairly thickly sliced. Cover all with 
stock and cook In oven until stock 
has disappeared. 
Sprinkle with 


chopped parsley. 


For a tasty liver dish, brown 


some liver slices quickly 
Chop 


two slices streaky bacon, a small 
onion and some parsley. Put these 
in a baking dish, add the liver and 
the butter m which it wjas browned. 
Cover with buttered paper and 
cook in ov en for 15 minutes or so 
Serve with tomatoes and mashed 
potatoes. 


For a delicate, delectable sweet, 


whip three egg whites stiffly. Add 
to them the juice of a lemon and 
the grated rind of two lemons with 
as much confectioners' sugar as 
will make the mixture very stiff. 
Drop this by spoonfuls on buttered 
paper and bake in a very slow oven 
until crisp. This is really a lemon- 
flavored meringue, ligt.t and nour-

Th* child who ha* an 


abundance of fresh air and sun- 
shine, as well as an adequate 
amount of nutritious foods, will 
rarely, If ever, suffer from ricketa. 


But during- the winter months, 


when exposure to th* sunshine ia 
not always possible and when th* 
raya are not especially penetrat- 
ing:, the child fails to enjoy this 
natural protection. When nature 
doe* not supply th* necessary 
amount of ultra-violet rays, it i* 
important to and a substitute. 


Aa I writ* these word*, I am 


taking a sun bath in my library. 
I have on* big window fitted with 
special glass which permits the ul- 
tra-violet--rays to pass. Some day 
all glass will be of this type. 


Rickets is what the doctors call 
a "vitamin deficiency diseaae". By 
this Is meant that the symptom* 
result from a lack of certain vita- 
min* In the diet. Vitamin D i* th* 
particular one, th* "antl-rachltic" 
substance so essential to th* pro- 
tection against 
rickets. 
It I* 
stimulated by the sunshine. 


Protective Measure* 


Cod liver oil and certain foods 


carry this important vitamin. For 
this reason it is advisable to give 
cod liver oil to the infant and 
growing child. The vitamins in th* 
oil protect against rickets; they 
also aid in the prevention of tooth 
decay and various Internal dis- 
turbances. 


During th* summer 
months, 


vitamin D Is easily obtained by 
exposure to sunshine. During th* 
winter, cod liver oil can be the sub- 
stitute. 
An adequate amount of 


this substance in the dally sched- 
ule will give the child and the 
adult, too, the advantages derived 
from sunshine. 


During recent years, It has be- 


come almost a universal rule to give 
cod liver oil to the infant, begin- 
ning its use as early as the first 
week.

ROOSEVELT MESSAGE 


Sloan Bays if Regulation by 


Government Here Let It 


Be Specific.

W A S H IN GTON. (Copyright). 
What are American business men 
talking about, thinking1, and plan- 
ning since the election? 


A number of expressions made 


publicly are of a non-political na- 
ture and an atmosphere of con- 
ciliatory 
co-operation 
prevails. 
But this external attitude which 
somehow bespeaks a certain good 
sportsmanship savors 
in some 


quarters 
rather 
of the 
feeling 
that, when the new deal won, busi- 
ness lost and that it is expedient 
tactics for the defeated to place 
themselves suppliantly at the feet 
of the victors. 
I have been trying to find out 


from the business men who come 
and go here what the future holds 
in store. Do they believe now in 
a controlled economy when they 
fought it so vehemently 
before 
election? 
Do they acquiesce in 


the plan to revive the NRA and 
do they accept the proposal for a 
federal licensing system or federal 
incorporation of business ? 
The answers are not yet forth- 
coming because the truth is most 
of the business men with whom 
I have talked are 
waiting for 
President Roosevelt's message to 
congress and his second inaugural 
address to learn the direction 
which public affairs will take. 


Meanwhile, it is pertinent to ask 
what do business men want? 
I 
asked Alfred P. Sloan, jr., presi- 
dent of General Motors corpora- 
tion, that question the other day. 
"What business wants most and 
needs most," he answered, "is 
definition. Whatever the merits of 
the laws may be, business men 
want to be governed by specific 
statements in those laws. The 
moment government becomes a 
matter of discretionary activity 
wherein bureaucracy can make the 
laws then there is an interference 
with a management. And when 
management is taken over in large 
part by government, there is an 
end to private initiative and gov- 
ernment ownership is the inevita- 
ble result." 
£ 
States point Succinctly. 


"" Mr. Sloan stated the point more 
• succinctly than I have heard it 
<*from any business man recently, 
•but I sense a growing opinion 
• everywhere in favor of defining 
•what business can and cannot do 
•and leaving it to congress as the 
•law-making body to do the work 
•of definition instead of delegating 
*it to commissions and bureaus to 
• define. It was this latter kind of 
Ithing to which Justice Cardozo in 
'his famous concurring opinion in 
;.,the Schechter NRA case referred 
Jis "delegation run riot." 
• 
It would not be surprising if the 
'•functional side of government be- 
came more and more a matter of 


• debate rather than the economic 
{considerations or even the social 
-Justice obligations that are being 
" interpreted ..as arising out of the 
"mandate" given the president in 
tthe recent election. 
J Take the broad objectives of the 
administration. I do not find seri- 
. ous dissent among business men, 
^especially of the liberal school, 
• with the broad purposes of the 
£ Roosevelt program. Nor is this 
• just an after-the-election band- 
* wagon spirit on their part. Look, 
mfor instance, at the address de- 
livered by Mr. Sloan before the 
* Boston chamber of commerce on 
« April 26, 1934. In it will be found 
?a declaration in favor of giving 
"the chief executive power to ne- 
- gotiate 
reciprocity 
agreements 
Jwith foreign nations. In it, too, 
• will be found 
these significant 
* paragraphs: 


"No reasonable individual can 
- disagree over the desirability of 
Ja minimum wage; of restrictions 
"•as to child labor; of a gradual re- 
* duction in the hours of labor—a 
'„ reduction on an economic basis 
* and coincident with the decline in 
• the cost of production. On the 
5 other hand, arbitrary reductions 
•mare unsound, for, even if accom- 
^panied with a corresponding in- 
' crease in the wage rate, while 
• providing more jobs at the mo- 
7, ment, they must bring a reduction 
* in the purchasing power of the 
'individual worker. 


Should Increase Spread. 


'« 
"To expand the total amount of 


*" employment, we should increase 


the spread between the necessities 
of life and the income to enable 
* the individual to purchase and 
-; consume more of all that is essen- 
tial to the American standard of 


£ living. 
Entirely aside from the 
- economic phases of this question, 
" the fact remains that the Amer- 
ican worker in most industries is 
- no longer concerned with an im- 
* portant reduction in hours. He is 
concerned with an opportunity to 
work a reasonable number of 


~ hours at a fair and equitable rate 
• in order to be able to buy those

necessary to well being. 
This is 
' particularly essential in industries 
» having a wide seasonal fluctuation.

"I have little patience with the

* the instrumentality of the machine 
£ we have reached a chronic state 
; of overproduction. To my mind, 


our problem is not one of over- 


„ production—it is one of grave 
* maladjustment.

"If this be true, there la no 
overproduction of old things—and 
there is certainly a vast oppor- 
tunity for the production of new 
thing*. It is not a standardisation 
of the processes of production that 
constitutes our danger, but a 
standardization or static state of 
our ideas. If we could only instil 
in the minds of all that we are 
not at the end but at the beginning 
of our development, there would 
result a tremendous broadening 
of our vision and an appreciation 
of the vast opportunities before 
us." 


An Intangible Thing. 


Business is an intangible thing 
comprising many influences and 
many forces, some of them, of 
course, conflicting and competitive 
with eacn other. But the speech 
of Mr. Sloan just quoted illustrates 
by its very positlyeness the diffi- 
culty of interpreting the trend of 
business thinking. 


The common denominator, how- 


ever, at the moment would seem 
to have been expressed by Mr. 
Sloan in his informal comment 
when he says, in effect, that if 
regulation of business by govern- 
ment is here, then let it be specific, 
determinative, and clear-cut so 
that adjustments can be made 
without that area of uncertainty 
which vests in a bureaucrat or a 
commission the power to legislate 
from day to day. 


That's the crux of the situation 


and may well become the central 
issue from now on in any program 
of government and business co- 
operation, assuming a conscien- 
tious desire and the utmost sin- 
cerity on both sides in bringing 
about peace between the elements 
in our society that have been at 
war—the corporate entities and 
the custodians of governmental 
authority. 


MRS. THOMAS WHIFFEN DIES 


Had Formerly Been Leading 


Player of Stage. 


MONTVALE, Va. <JP>. Death has 


ended the eventful career of Mrs. 
Thomas Whiffen, for half a cen- 
tury a leading player 
on the 


American stage. She was 91. The 
"grand old lady of the stage" died 
Wednesday, her family announced 
Thursday, in the Blue Ridge moun- 
tain home to which she retired a 
decade ago. She had been in fail- 
ing health for more than a year. 
She is survived by her daugh- 
ter, Peggy, and her son, Thomas, 
who lived with her. From London, 
where she was born as Blanche 
Galton in 1845, she came to 
America in 1868, and made her 
debut in this country the day after 
She landed. She retired in 1920. 
When Daniel Frohman visited her 
last year, they recalled how she 
played under his direction in the 
old Lyceum theater in New York 
52 years ago, and her appearance 
in "Hazel Kirk," whose record of 
486 consecutive p e r f o r m a n c e s 
stood until surpassed by "Abie's 
Irish Rose." 
Mrs. Whiffen's retirement after 
her husband's death waa broken 
only by an appearance in a bene- 
fit performance of "Trelawney of 
the Wells" in New York six years 
ago, 
and a presentation with her 
daughter Peggy of a radio sketch, 
"Jeremiah," a Biblical drama, in 
Roanoke in 1933.

REMARKS OF DOOLEY 


IN 1900 RECALLED 


Had to Deal Then, After 


Triumph, With Condi- 


tion*, Not Theories.

After the supreme court on Mon- 
day sustained the New York state 
unemployment insurance law. Sen- 
ator Joseph C. O'Mahoney, of 
Wyoming said: "Mr. Dooley seems 
io be right." The New York Times, 
with an accurate instinct for what 
is timely and interesting, printed 
Senator O'Mahoney's comment on 
Its first page, and explained that 
Mr. Dooley's remark was, "The 
supreme court generally follows 
the election returns." 


But that famous saying ought 


not to be devitalized by condensa- 
tion. And the opportunity should 
not pass without recalling Mr. 
Dooley, and his creator, Finley 
Peter Dunne, in his true richness 
and flavor to a generation that 
knows him not. Besides, to recall 
history often brings equanimity 
and tolerance in the presence of 
new analogies to old conditions. 
The question which was the 
1900 predecessor of our present 
commotion about the 
supreme 
court had to do with "expansion." 
How many can now remember 
when that word was a major po- 
litical and legal issue, even more 
detonating than NRA and central- 
ization are today. 
An austere 
scholar, Charles Warren, spoke of 
the supreme court cases that arose 
out of our annexation of overseas 
territory, the so-called 
"insular 
cases," as "a judicial drama of 
truly olympian proportions." Then 
as now loud voices said that the 
constitution must be changed, or 
that it must not be; that the su- 
preme court must be curbed, or 
that it must not be. 


Awkward Questions. 


We had fought the war with 
Spain, we had won, and we had 
taken over Puerto Rico and the 
Phillippines. Having them on our 
hands, we found they 
entailed 
awkward questions: were these 
islands now part of the United 
States in the same sense as Penn- 
cylvania and Illinois? 
Or as 
Hawaii and Alaska, which we had 
taken over before? Could citizens 
of Porto Rico vote in our elections 
for president? Had they the same 
civil rights, habeas corpus, free- 
dom of religion and the like, as 
citizens of the mainland? Could 
they enter the United States with- 
out regard to the 
immigration 
testa applied to foreigners? Could 
goods from the islands come into 
the United States without regard 
to the tariff? 
These questions, and the differ- 
ing applications of them to de- 
pendencies and territories, bristled 
with legalistic distinctions, not 
convenient to go into here. 
The 
whole tangle waa embodied, in 
popular discussion in the campaign 
of 1900, in one question: Does the 
constitution follow the flag? 


To the supreme court, the in- 
tricate nexus presented more dif- 
ficulty than to the newspapers and 
cigar store oracles who merely 
said "yes" or "no." I quote a pas- 
sage I wrote some years ago in 
"Our Time": 
The "insular cases" called for 
some dexterity, and the court 
bandied its difficult responsibility 
with what turned out to be high 
wisdom. 
The justices recognized 
the practical difficulties in a the- 
oretical consistency and found a 
way out, altho by a five to four 
decision. Indeed, merely to say it 
was a five to four decision does 
not fully convey the tankle of in- 
tricacies 
within the court: the

Decision of Brown. 


It 
waa Justice Brown who 
handed down the decision. Four 
of the other eight justices con- 
curred, but declined to subscribe 
to the reasoning by which Justice 
Brown arrived at it. Four others 
dissented outrightly. That is what 
gave point to the ironic descrip- 
tion of the decision aa being "by 
Brown, eight dissenting." 
The court had to recognize the 
facts. We had the islands, we 
were determined to keep them—• 
but we did not propose to give 
those 
alien peoples the 
same 
status, and an equal voice in gov- 
erning us, aa ourselves. 
Those 
were the facts, and the court by 
the decision it made saved the 
face of the constitution. That they 
did 00 is proof of their wisdom 
and sense of responsibility. 


Mr. Dooley's dissertation on the 
court's decision was one of hia 
most richly engaging. He had 
doubts, based on personal no less 
than constitutional p r o p r i e t y , 
whether the "constitution ought to 
shadow the flag to all th' tough 
resorts th" Passyfic coast." 
He 
said, "The flag was so lively no 
constitution cud 
follow 
it an' 
serve" out of the same concern 
for the constitution's good health 
and decourous behavior, he said: 


Home Stayin* Constitution. 


"Ye can't make me think th' 
constitution 
is goin' 
thrapezin' 
around ivrywhere a young leftin- 
ant in th' ar'rmy takes it into his 
head to stick a flagpole. It's too 
old. It's a home stayin' constitu- 
tion x x x . Some say th' decision 
laves the flag up in th' air an' 
some say that's where it laves 
the constitution. Annyhow, some- 
thing's in the air. But there's wan 
thing I'm sure about. No matter 
whether the constitution 
lollows 
th' flag or not, th' supreme court 
follows th' illictlon returns." 


Do I need to apologize for re- 
counting this 35 year old frag- 
ment of history? Decidedly not. 
The lesson from it worth while. 
In that' old case the court was 
faced by a fact. We had annexed 
the Islands and, in the election of 
1900, the Country had confirmed 
the policy. The court saw, as 
Grover Cleveland said on another 
occasion, "It is a condition and 
not a theory that confronts us." 
Of course, the court took judicial 
notice of the election returns of 
1900.

The extent of the increases in 
that one wreck was 2.5 peroent 
for 
semi-manufactured 
articles; 
food 1.1 percent; finished prod- 
ucts 0.6 percent; industrial 2.3 
percent.

One in Russia. 


AURORA, Neb.— At a luncheon 


of Aurora Kotary club James Nor- 
gaard, manager 
of 
co-operative 
creameries in 
Superior. 
Aurora 


and Fremont, spoke on his travels 
in Europe, and his investigations 
into operation of co-operatives in 
England, Scotland, Holland, Den. 
mark, Finland, Sweden and Rus- 
sia. 


He found 
England, 
Denmark 


and 
Finland 
with 
co-operative 


companies both of consumers and 
farmers fully organized and the 
co-operatives of England, repre- 
senting the consumer class, op- 
erating 74 factories and thousands 
of retail stores. Farmers of Swe- 
den and Denmark are organized 
up to about 85 percent. The co- 
operative movement is very strong 
in Finland. In Russia he found co- 
operatives organized and operat- 
ing, 
but did not find Russia com- 


munist. Me described an immense 
chicken farm, owned by the farm- 
era who participate in it. After 
they have paid a certain percent 
of their earnings to the govern- 
ment as a tax and have paid their 
workers according to their ability, 
the proceeds, if any, are divided 
among the farmers co-operating 
in the enterprise. 


Air. Norgaard said in Finland he 


found two 
co-operatives 
largely 


based upon politics and intensely 
hostile to each 
other. 
One was 


along the fascist line and another 
along the socialistic. They were 
battling for supremacy in the re- 
tail trade. In Sweden and Den- 
mark he found farmer co-opera- 
tives and consumer co-operatives 
rather hostile to each other, althc 
efforts are being made to bring 
these two together.

I found the place and it was 
crowded with those sterling char- 
acters who always crowd such a 
place. 
But despite the familiar 
characters, the familiar 
sound, 
and the familiar odor (attar of 
pool cue chalk and profanity), 
something was missing.

Middies Rule Favorites in 


Annual Service Eleven 


Grid Scrap. 


PHILADELPHIA. (UP). Th« 
largest crowd ever to see an east- 
ern football game was assembling 
here Friday for the annual grid 
extravaganza between Army and 
Navy. 


Tickets for this traditional bat- 
tle have been sold out for two 
weeks. Scalpers have reaped such 
a rich reward that "G-men" are 
investigating how they are able 
to get choice seats assigned to 
high government officials in Wash- 
ington. 


Since Thursday night every ar- 


riving train and plane has dis- 
gorged a capacity load, and those 
who didn't have hotel reservations 
were out of luck. It is estimated 
that this huge crowd will spend 
more than $1,000,000 in the few 
hours they are here. 
More than 
28,000 temporary 
seats have been erected in mun- 
icipal stadium which will accom- 
modate 101,519 persons—the sec- 
ond largest crowd ever to see an 
Army-Navy game. 
The largest 
was in 1926 when the Middies and 
Cadets played before 110,000 at 
Soldiers field in Chicago. 
The Army team is quartered at 
Greenhill Farms just outside the 
city. Aside from limbering up ex- 
ercises Friday, no further practice 
will be held. Coach Lieutenant Gar 
Davidson was undecided as to his 
starting lineup, debating whether 
to start Monk Meyer or Jim Craig1 
at left half.
